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Extract of a Letter to a Member of the National 
Convention of France, dated the 23d of Oc- 
tober, 1792. 


OME expreſſions in your letter gave me great 
ſatisfaction, I mean thoſe wherein you impute 10 
Previdence (as you ought) the great events that have 
lately happened in favour of your nation: for the long 
eſtabliſhment ot a falſe Antichrifian and intolerant reli- 
gion (prohibiting even the Yerſion of the Holy Scrip- 
tures in the vulgar tongue) has withdrawn the people 
from the knowledge of God's laws, and has thereby 
unhappily involved them in znfidelity and ſuperficial 
philoſophy, ſo that they have not, as a nation, given 
the glory to Gad tor their extraordinary ſucceſſes. The 
attention of the world is now turned upon the French 


-nation, and, therefore, I am heartily jealous for the 


honour of liberty, that the free community ſhould duly 


[diſcriminate between the true religion and the deluſiue 


pretender to it, which. they have juſtly ſuppreſſed; and 
that they ſhould publicly aſſert, as a nation, that 

have not driven away the miniſters of Chriſt, but only 
thoſe of Antichriſt, which due diſtinction is not ſufſi- 


ciently regarded even in England. . 


The emigrant prieſts, indeed, are pitiable, as men 


in diſtreſs, rendered incapable, by their education, of 
earning their bread; and that idea I ſubſcribed to 


their

their aſſiſtance, being deſirous to diſtinguiſh their per- 
ſons (as men in diſtreſs) from their errors; and the 
more eſpecially as I have very freely expoſed the latter 
in a variety of publications. I fincerely hope that this 
extraordinary calamity upon their apo/tate church. may 
open the eyes of many of them to diſcern that the 
Judgement of God is upon them, that they may duly re- 
pent of their idolatries and perverſions of the Holy 
Scriptures. I ſpeak the more confidently on this head, 
becauſe I am convinced, that of all the extraordinary 
circumſtances in the hiſtories of nations, ever ſince 
the writing of the laſt book of the Sacred Prophecy, 
nothing has happencd, or can happen hereafter, more 
perfeAly to coincide with all the circumſtances of one 
of theſe prophecies againſt the Antichri/tian tyranny of 
the Apocalyptic l than the late revolution in France, 
and the wonderful and unexpected fall of Popiſb delu- 
ſion throughout that mſt eminent TENTH PART of the 
Raman empire! In the prophetic language, © the great 
city which ruled over the nations” is conſidered as ex- 
tending over all the ten parts or &ingdoms of the Roman 
empire, which gave © their power to the beaſt, or ra- 
ther to © the little horn” (or crown *) of blaſphemy, 
which became an image of the beaſt,” by aſſuming 
and reviving the impious imperial title of Pagan 
prieſthood, « Pontifex Maximus,” which belonged, ex- 
cluſively, to the Roman emperors, ever ſince Auguſtus 
Ceſar, until it“ was wounded to death by the ſiuord of

* The Engliſh words Horn and Crown, as well as the 
Latin Cornu and Corona, are both derived from the Chaldee 
Aren uſed by Daniel, whence ariſes the prophetic figure of 
a Hern or Crown for a monarchical kingdom. 


+ The firſt deadly wound upon the fixth head of the Ro- 
man dragon may perhaps be attributed with more propriety 
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When, therefore, the power and influence of the 
idolatrous Pontifex (a title utterly unknown in the 
primitive church of Chriſt) was aboliſhed throughout 
France, the mo/t eminent tenth part of the Roman em- 
pire, the prediction was accompliſhed, that © the tenth 
part of the city fell,” The Latin vulgate and common 
Engliſh verſion mention “ @ great earthquake” — 
c ferræmotus, as being the cauſe of this fall of the 
tenth part of the city; but the Greek words o9u®- 
uiryas include no mention of the earth, for they are 
equally applicable to a great commotion or agitation of the 
people, by which this fall was really effected. Another 
tenth part of the city had fallen, indeed, above 200 
years ago, by the reformation of England; but leFral 
material circumſtances were wanting to denote the 
particular fall intended by the prophecy. The fall in + 
England was not occaſioned by any ouou®,, or agitation 
of the people, but merely by peaceable and quiet 
preaching and reading of the Holy Scriptures. And 
the moſt extraordinary circumſtance that ever happened 
in the world, before THE FRENCH REVOLUT1ON, I 
mean the total extinction of “ all titles of men by a 
national law, or civil death, pre- ſignified by. © 7000 
names of men ſlain in the earthquake,” was manifeſt] 
wanting in England's fall from Rome, but which has 
ſince moſt eminently marked the French nation to be 
under the all-ruling providence of God to fulfil his writ- 
ten word, notwithſtanding their infidelity and ignorance 
of his influence on their minds; for it is God only that 
« makes men to be of one mind in a houſe, but much

td the capture of Rome by Genſeric, king of the Vandals, 
one of the firſt ten crowned horns, who was perſuaded by 
Pope Leo to relinquiſh his conqueſts, though he carried away 
with him to Africa not only the empreſs and her two 
daughters, but alſo the ſacred veſſels that Titus had brought 
from Jeruſalem, and all the wealth of Rome, as well as of 
all the neighbouring country around it; ſo that this avound 
might truly be called a © deadly wound,” 
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more to be of ene mind in a great and tuidely- extended 
nation ! for God alone could ſuddenly change, in ſuch a 
nation, the moſt inveterate prejudices and attachments 
(more remarkable than in any other nation) te the 
pomp and vanity of titles, and the moſt obſequious ſub- 
miſſion to the arrogant dignities of human creation | 
It was God alone that could ſuddenly induce ſuch @ 
nation, not only to extinguiſh at once, by a free national 
law, all titles of human authority whatſoever, but alſo 
to manifeſt this extraordinary prophetic mark of God's 
will to be ſo forcibly imprinted, as it were, on their 
minds, that they cannot even endure the ordinary inno-

y friend Briſſot was not aware that his zeal 
againſt all titles had a deeper cauſe than his own pre- 
* Judices in favour of Quateriſm. The ſtrangeneſs of 
the expreſſion, that “ the names of men were ſlain,” 
(which no where elſe occurs in the Sacred Writings, ) 
grie vouſly puzzled the authors of the Aabic, Ethiopic, 
French, and Engliſh, verſions of the prophecy; ſo that, 
as they could not conceive how © the names of men”? 
could be flain, they, very improperly, ventured to omit 
the eflential words Ta oouare, * the names, out of 
their reſpective verſions ; not conſidering that a law to 
extinguiſh titles is a civil death of & the names of men. 
I am told that ſome mention is made in the old hiſtories 
of France that there are 7000 offices or ſources of ho- 
nour whence the French titles for:nerly originated; 
which, if it be really ſo, is very extraordinary, The 
emigrants (I am told alſo) formed an army of 7800

them, therefore, the more carefully preſerve and reſpect 
the true titles of the Chriſtian miniſtry, the primitive 
orders of biſhops, prieſts, and deacons, (as the free 
Americans have done :) — Orders which the apo/tate 
church has long depreſſed and ſubjected to Antichri/- 
tian orders, which they call regular, inſinuating that

Engliſh lawyers call © common right,” but ſurely it is 
not the “ common right” of Engliſhmen only, but 
equally the right of the oppreſſed negroes in foreign 
bondage — the © common right” of all mankind, and 
therefore emphatically called * the Rights of Man,” 
a term which the nature of my ſubject obliges me nor 
only to define, but to defend, notwithſtanding that the 
very mention of it ſeems, in the preſent « EVIL 
TIME,” to require an apology ; becauſe of the vio- 
lent perverſion and deceitful abuſe that has lately been 
made of it in a neighbouring nation, &c, * 
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The perverſe and deceitful abuſe of the term Rights 
Mun“ is more particularly to be attributed to the faction 
of Papiſtical Royalifts, who aſſumed. a Culufive maſt of 
contrary political pretenſions from what they wiſhed to pro- 
mote ( all deceivalleueſi of unrighteouſneſ;””) under Marat, 
Chabot, Danton, Herbert, Robeſpicre, Carriere, &c. in whoſe 
bloody tract of diabolical cruelty may be traced the in 
ſoctiteps of the original Jacobins of the 13th century, the 
Doming;ans ; for theſe, under the deceitful a of ** preach- 
ing the cro5 of Chriſt, (which ought to be only /@//-denial ; 
ſee Matt. xvi. 24,) effected the wery contrary purpoſe of 
raiſing military recruits, in all parts of Chriſtendom, at the 
eaſy expenſe of granting them indulgences for fin, and there- 
by formed an immenſe army of unprincipled banditti, for the 
expreſs purpoſe of extirpating the reformed Chriſtians in the 
{outh of France, where this diabolical “ order of preachers” 
excited their military de votees to maſſacre men, women, and 
children, without mercy, to plunder their property, and tear 
their Bibles; and, laſtly, (to complete the utmoſt poſſible 
exertion of diabolical fury,) to cram the lacerated leaves of 
theſe holy books into the mouths and ears of the murdered 
Chriſtians!

«« Quam fimilia fint LarROCINILS REGNA abſque juſtitia.” 
The learned Aurelius Auguſtine, biſhop of Hippo, has written 
a whole chapter, under this title, in his excellent Tract de 
Civitate Dei. (Lib. iv. cap. 4.) * Remeta itaque juſtitia, 
75 fant REGNA, mfs magna Latrocinia? Quia et PSA 

ATROCINIA guid ſunt nift par da regna ? &c. And Ludo- 
vicus Vives, in his Commentary on this Chapter, cites a 
fiimilar ſentiment from Cyprian, biſhop of Carthage.“ 
The world” (faith Cyprian to Donatus) “ is bathed in 
cet of mutual blacd: when ſingle ferſons commit men- 
Saughter it is deemed a crime 5 but, when fublicly condudted, 
it is called à virtue. Thus, not reſpet of innocence, but 
the greatneſs of the fa, ſets it free from penalty. Aud, 
truly,“ (adds the Commentator,) “ fighting belongs neither 
to hone/? men nor yet to.thiever, nor indeed to any that are 
men at all; but it Is a beftial fury, and, therefore, was it 
named bellum, of bellua, a EAS, as Cicero hints in his Of- 
fices, and as Feſtus openly teſtifies.” This clearly explains 
the reaſon of repreſenting unlimited kingdoms, under the pro- 
3 figures of the moſt /awage beaſts, lions, bears, and 

opards, and even by a tremendous compound of all three 
together, with iron teeth, and crowned horns, all marked b 
their crimes for the retribution of divine juſtice in due courie 
of time! — The familarity to robbers, above-mentioned, is ſo 
general a mark upon unlimited princes that it would be need- 
leſs to draw up any particular application of it for our own

Let us only remark, in a general way, 
that the being ** confederates with robbers"? is expreſsly men- 
tioned as a prophetical mark of rebellian, (i. e. even of rebellion 
againſt God, in ſetting aſide his eternal laws of natural and 
revealed juſtice before-mentioned.) * Thy prINCEs are RE- 
BELLIOUS and CONFEDERATES with robbers :** for the 
common rendering, companions of thieves,” is too mean an 
expreſſion for the dignity of the topic, as princes are clearly 


in this text the objects of the divine centure ; ſo that the 


alliances and confederacie; of princely robbers, to attack, plun- 
der, and divide, independant ſtates among them, are manifeſtly 
to be underſtood; and, of courſe, what follows about the 
love of gifts and rewards cannot relate merely to ordin 
bribery, but muſt include alſo th: princely ſub/edies for the 
hire of foreign armies, which have drenched the world-in 
blood! But, to whatſoever foreign princes ſuch horrible 
guilt may be jultly imputable, let us remember that even our 
own zation is liable allo to ſlide away into the ſame deplora- 
ble fink of apoſtacy and rebellion againſt Ged, if we do not 
carefully mark and oppoſe every open violation of the divine 
laws, natural and revealed; which being the very founda- 
tions of the Engliſh conſtitution of ftate, every infringement 
of them tends to undermine the /egality of government, and 
gradually draws our nation into the ſame open rebellion againit 
God and man which is before deſcribed ! | 
A few inſtances of our public delinquency will ſufficiently 
mark our extreme danger / A 
Contrary to the wiidom and practice of our ancient courts 
of law declared by the moſt eminent reporters, our modern 
courts of law, by their indi/criminate judgements reſpe cting 
manſlaughter, have encouraged the abomination of private 
duelling ; which includes the baneful practice of a man's un- 
dertaking to judge and avenge his own cauſe, with his oxvn 
hand, than which nothing can be more unjuſt and illegal, 
and, of courſe, nothing more 6% and diſhonourable !

So that there can be no royal 
prerogative, nor any other human authority, to pardon murder, 
when the fatal ſtroke has been given by a weapon without 
the due legal proofs of ** /elf-defence,” viz. that the killer 
attempted in vain to retreat from his adverſary; which can- 
not be the caſe in a duel, and even the ſeconds on both ſides 
ought to be deemed acce//ary, or abetters of the crime ! For

« If he ſmite him <ith an inſtrument of iron, /o that be die, 
he is a murderer”? (literally, rn, a rerſch, or wretch) : © the 
murderer ſhall ſurely be put to death,” (Numb. xxxv. 16.) 
And of courſe when ſuch murderer: eſcape, (through the indi/- 
criminate indulgence of the courts, which is ſurely alſo highly 
eriminal,) ** the land cannet be cleanſed e, the blood,

In courts of martial laau, we find the ſame marked ina: - 
tentien to the laws of Ged ! Sentences are very frequently 
pronounced, even in England, for the puniſhment of military 
offenders by 100, 200, 500, nay even more, ſometimes, 
than a thouſand, laſhes ! Whereas the law of God * 
habits more than forty ſtripes; for which a moral reaſon 
18 aſſigned. (Deut. xxv. 3.) © Forty ſtripes he may give him,” 
(that is, after a legal conviction before a judge,) ** and not 
EXCEED; IH, ir HE SHOULD EXCEED, and beat him 
above theſe with many ftripes, then thy brother ſhould ſeem vile 
unto thee.” This is, therefore, a moral law, (clearly to be 
diſtinguiſhed, as ſuch, from the ceremonial laws of the Jews,) 


becauſe a plain reaſon is aſſigned for it; and it is a maxim of 


our law — © the REASON of the law is the LIFE of the 
law;” ſo that the ordinary ſentences of our courts martial 
are manifeſtly contrary to an eternal law of God / —

- A FEW remarks concerning the title Pontifex Mar- 

imus will render the prophetical character of 
« the image of the beaſt, which had the deadly wound and 
was healed,” ſufficiently obvious. The learned Mr. 
Bryant, in his Analyſis of Ancient Mythology, vol. iii. 
p. 121, informs us, that the words “ panti, ponti, and 
phonti, in the Amonian language, ſignified a prieſt, &c, 
« but the Grecians ſuppoſed” (ſays he) © that phontes 
denoted /laughter, from a word in their own language, 
and, in conſequence of it, beſtowed the name on 
Hermes, whom they made the murderer of Argos. 
Pontifex and pontifices, among the Romans, were titles 


of the priefts of fire.”

It is clear, however, that no prieſts, but 7 
and heathen prieſts, were ever called ponti; and as theſe, 
almoſt univerſally, were guilty of ſacrificing human vit« 
tims, the Greeks might very reaſonably conclude, that 
their title was derived from @oog (phonos), Aaughter or

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murder. And the Latins might, afterwards, from a 
different idea of the ſound of the name ponti in their 
own proper dialed, conceive that it had ſome alluſion 
to pons, pontis, a bridge, which might occaſion the ludi- 
crous inauguration of the ancient Pontifex Maximus under 
a wooden bridge, built over a dry ditch near Rome, and 
bored full of holes, — © un ponte di legno tutto buccato, 
that the blood of the bull, which was ſacrificed to Ju- 
piter, upon the top of the bridge, might be plentifully 
ſprinkled upon his my/terious repreſentative below, who 
was placed underneath, for that purpoſe, clothed in ſcar- 
let! — See * Diſcorſo della Religione de gPantichi Ra- 
man,” (Lyons, 1569,) cited in a long note (from 
p. 63 to 68, in a Tract on Congregational Courts) 
concerning the papal aſſumption of the title Pontifex 
Maximus. The Roman-catholic clergy, to avoid the 
ſimilarity of © the image of the beaft,” contend, that 
the title Pontifex Maximus is only the old Latin name, 
anciently uſed in the church, for a chief prieſt, as the 
bigh prieſt of the Jews, &c. And popiſh writers ac- 
cordingly attribute the Roman Pontificate to the biſhops 
of Rome in very early times. As Anaſtaſius (Biblio- 
thecarius), in his Hiſtoria Ecclefiaftica, p. 18 and 19, 
ſays „ mundi anno, vo DCCXV diving incarnations 
cexv Urbanus Episcopus ROMANORUM gerit PON- 
TIFICIUM. Alexander Mamee Filius IMPERAT,” &c. 
Such is the common indiſcriminate language of popiſn 
writers, aſſerting of the ancient bifthops of Rome, that 
they held the Roman Pontificate, which is utterly falſe ; 
for, during the times of thoſe ancient biſhops, the Roman 
emperors alone held the Pontificate, each of whom of 
the weſtern branch was Pont. Max. in all the times of 
the primitive church, whilſt the biſhops of Rome might 
be deemed worthy of the title of Chriſtian biſhops, 
and even for near 500 years after Chriſt, Had this 
writer { Anaſtaſius) lived in the year 215 after Chriſt, 
when Urban was biſhop of Rome, this expreſſion of 
&« gerit Pontiſicium would, indeed, have been an ex- 
traordinary teſtimony in favour of the biſbop of Rome's 

| preten{tons 
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pretenſions to the title Pontifex Maximus : but this hiſ- 
torian did not write till the latter end of the gth cen- 
tury, viz. „870 Claruit,” ſays Dr. Cave; at which 
time the Roman biſhops had long aſſumed that fatal diſ- 
tinction of idolatrous pre-eminence, inſomuch that the 
word Pontifex (without the ſuperlative Maximus) was 
ſometimes applied to other Italian biſhops (as to the 
biſhops of Reggio: ſee Ugellii Italia Sacra, vol. ii. 
p. 256, 260, 278). But it is allowed, even by 7 
writers, that the Roman emperors held the title of Pon- 
tifex Maximus, — See © Siganit in Faſtos et Triumpbos 
Romanorum Cummentarius, p. 331, under the title “ de 
Aug uſto has cr Maximo.” — . Mortus Lepide Porr. 
Maximo, Auguſtus in ejus locum PonT. Maximus 
factus eft,” &c. And after citing ſome verſes of Ovid 
he adds — © Hoc enim fignificat : ad ceteros Cz$Sars 
titulos, abhinc etiam Pox r. MAXIMUM ceptum vocari.“ 
Te the reſt of C=SAR'Ss TITLES, from henceforth 
alſo he began to be called Pox r. Max.” — Thus the 
title was manifeſtly annexed to the other imperial titles 
of the Roman Cæſars, which clearly demonſtrates why 
the prophetical man of ſin, the ſpiritual imperator, or 
image of the former unlimited beſtial power in Rome, 
could not be manifeſted until the ſixth head of Roman 
ſovereignty (the 6th of the forms mentioned by Taci- 
tus in the four firſt lines of his Annals) was © taken 
out of the way.” The ſixth head, therefore, was ma- 
nifeſtly the ro xalexo», the eb/tacle, alluded to by St. Paul 
in his Second Epiſtle to the Theſſalonians, chap. ii. 
verſes 6 and 7. For the Cæſars carefully retained this 
ſupreme dig:uty to themſelves, And, though Lepidus 
had been elected Pont. Max. Auguſtus would not ſuffer 
him whilſt he lived to take the Pontificate, as Sigonius 
informs us, from Suetonius. “ PonTiFICaTUM 
MaAx1iMUM, quem neque vivo Lepide auferre ſuſtinuerat, 
mortuo demum ſuſcepit.”” — Not only the heathen empe- 
rors, but even the Chriſtian emperors of the weſtern 
branch, had this title until the ſixth head * was wounded 
to death; for even Gratian had the fatal title, though 
he 
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he rejected the formal inveſtiture of the office, when 
— to accept it by the pagan prieſts. (See Metaſtatius 
de Lege Regia, p. 11.) Gratian reigned from A. D. 367 
to 283, ſo that it is manifeſt that Biſbop Urban was noT 
the Roman m_ in A.D. 215, becauſe none but the 
emperors were Pont. Max. till above 260 years aſter- 
wards, But, before A. D. 500, the biſhops of Rome 
began to affect this fatal prophetic mark of pagan apoſ- 
taſy, as appears by a letter of Pope Gelaſizs to the Greek 
emperor Anaſtatius, wherein the pope ſets up the 
« auioritas ſacra PONTIFICUM®? above the © regalis 
poteftas.” And his ſucceſſor, 4naftatius Papa, in a 
letter to the ſame emperor, writes — © exordium PON- 
TIFICATUS mei, &c. (See Vandale, p. 192, 193. 
Diſſertationes ix.) Thus it appears that the ſixth head 
of Roman government, the obſtacle (To * to & the 
manifeſtation of the man of ſin“ (which in St. Paul's 
time was + zxer:xw») was no ſooner “ wounded to death 
with the ſword,” than the biſhops of Rome were un- 
bappily prompted (doubtleſs by the ſpiritual enemy) to 
diſhonour their Chriſtian profeſſion, by claiming the 
FATAL PAGAN TITLE, which had become extinct with 
the laſt of the emperors of the weſtern branch. And 
that the Roman bifhop is become, in a very peculiar 
manner, an image of the former” (imperial) © beaſt,” 
viz. the pagan dragon, in its moſt envenomed ſtate of 
diabolical impiety, which exiſted under Diocleſſan and 
his furious perſecuting colleagues and immediate ſuc- 
ceſſors, juſt before the ſcarlet dragon was © ea/? down 
from the heaven” of political imperial power, by the 
ſucceſs which providentially was given to the armies 
under Conſtantine. ' For it is neceſſary to be re- 
marked, that, though even the wwor/ of the former em-

a title of Saturn,) and was inaugurated to be a living 
image of Ouranos, or Saturn, to be worſhipped ! But it 
does not appear that either the ancient Philiſtines or the 
modern Malays were ever ſo deplorably debaſed in their 
idolatry as to — the feet either of their dead or living 
images ; nor did even the worſt of the Roman imperial. 
Pontifices require ſo impious a degradation of human 
nature, befote the time of Diocigſan, who was the firſt 
Roman Pontifex, it ſeems, who commanded men to #:/s 
his feet, after he had wickedly aſſumed the title of Je- 
vins, or Fove, a malicious diabolical imitation, not 
merely of the heathen abomination, Jupiter, but of the 
ſacred name Jehovab; and his wicked partner in the 
empire; Maximinian, who had alſo ſet himſelf up for a 
God under the title of Hercules,” was» worſhipped; pro- 
bably, in the ſame manner, after theſe two cruel inſtru- 
ments of Satan's Wrath had defuged the empire” © with 
the blood of” Chriftian martyrs.” And, therefore, when 
we ſco'theſame ſuperlatiue degree of Yiabolical pride as 
that of requiring men to &:ſs the feet of a living image, 
and that under the very ſame title, Pont.

« TF we turn from letters to religion, the Chriſtian 
muſt grieve, and the philoſopher will ſmile. By 

a a propenſity natural to man, the multitude had eaſily re- 
ſed into the  groſſe/t heiſm. The exiſtence of a 
Supreme Being was indeed acknowledged; his myſte- 
rious attributes were minutely, and even indecently, 
canvaſſed in the ſchools; but he was allowed a very 
ſmall ſhare in the public worſhip or the adminiſtration 
of the univerſe. The devot ion of the people was di- 
rected to the ſaints and the Virgin Mary, the delegates, 
and almoſt partners,” of his authority, From the 
exttemities of Chriſtendom, thouſands of pilgrims, 
laden with- rich offerings, crowded to the temples

and ſtatues the moſt celebrated for their miraculous 
powers. 

« New legends and new practices of ſuperſtition 
were daily invented by the intereſted diligence of the 
mendicant friers; and, as religion had ſcarcely = con- 
nection with morality, every ſin was expiated by pe- 
nance, and every penance indulgentiy commuted into a 
fine. The popes, biſhops, and rich abbots, careleſs of 
the public eſteem, were ſoldiers, ſtateſmen, and men 
of pleaſure; yet even ſuch dignified ecclefiaſtics bluſhed 
at the groſſer vices of their inferior clergy.” 


A ſtrong teſtimony, this, againſt the groſs idolatry 
and ple of the Church of Rome, to which Mr. Gib- 
bon, in his youth, had been a haſty convert; and un- 
happily, afterwards, he was equally indiſcriminate in 
caſting off his adopted faith, without any diſtinction of 
the truths and errors which it contained. This indiſ- 
criminate rejection of revelation would probably pre- 
vent Mr. Gibbon from being able to account for the 
propenſity to polytheiſm, which he mentions above as 
being natural to man. For, it is. only by revealed reli-, 
gion that we can be enabled to aſſign a reaſonable cauſe 
for ſuch depravity in human nature; and, ſurely, the 
ſtudy of our own nature is the moſt important branch 
of phileſephical reſearch, | | pl 
The great apoſtaſy and relapſe of the once- Chriftian 
nations into the extremes of paganiſm and - idolatry 
(which is well deſcribed by Mr. Gibbon) cannot be 
reaſonably accounted for on any other principle than 
that of the actual agency of demons and unclean ſpirits ; 
eſpecially as the change been effected anc. ra the 
maſt of Chriſtianity ; for © Satan will endeavour to ap- 
pear as an angel of light.” The eireumſtances 
of the whole univerſe are included in two ſingle oppo- 


ſite diſtinctions; © the kingdom of God, and the & oppe- 
ſite kingdom of the prince of this world.” And the crT1- 
ZENS of each kingdom 177 the French have adopted 
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a title, the true and moſt important meaning of which 
they are not at all aware of) are known by their 
works! “ Ye are ſervants to whom ge obey, whether 
of God, ©. whoſe. ſervice is perfect frecdm, or of the 
wicked one, (5 womges,). whole faves, as well as children, 
unguarded men are liable to become, by an oppoſite 
regeneration, the wrong way, — © a generation of. vi- 
pers. There is no © perfedt freedom,” therefore, or 
true liberty, except with the citizens of God's kingdom, 
whole citrzenſbip will be explained in another paper.

ND no houſeholders ſhould be per- 
| mitted to vote either for leg:/lators 
or juſticiaries in a Chriſtian community, who do not ac- 
knowledge that the two firft foundations of Engliſh law, 
natural and revealed religion, (the two zue of God) 
are indiſpenſable - for regulating the principles action 
between man and man. And no man ought to be 
allowed a ſhare in the /zg:flature, or be admitted to any 
other truſt of legal power, without making this ac- 
knowledgemenit, as a public teft, of a neceſſary legal 
- qualification” for it. ,. For though all perſons whatſoever, 
even poor | #*#* natives, that are Pagans,  Mahametans, 
or ſuch as have been bred in the Popyh faith, in any of 
the Portugueſe or French ſettlements, who may hap- 
pen to ſeek protection and employment in the new 
ſettlement, are Certainly entitled to religious toleration 
and liberty of conſcience, . (provided they do not make

any public exhibitions of idolatry and Antichriſtianiſm 
to offend the reſt of the community,) and alſo to enjoy 
the full benefit and protection of the laws, in all their 
appeals to the public courts for the ſecurity of their 
perſons, their property, and peaceable reſidence, in the ſet- 
tlement: and, though all ſuch perſons (whatſoever be 
their religion, if, in other reſpects, ihey are. induſtrious 
and peaceable people) ſhould be encouraged: to ſettle 
under the protection of a Chriſtian community, * grant - 
ing them mall lots of land, in the ſeveral townſhips, to 
enable them to ſubſiſt their families; yet neither their 
refidence nor their poſſeſſion of land ſhould, entitle them 
to any ſbare in the legiſlature of a Chriſtian community, 
nor to bear any public office of power, until they are 
ſufficiently inſtructed to acknowledge the firfl: principles 
and foundations of Engliſh law, — becauſe property in 
lands, houſes, money, &c. is not, alone, that kind of pra- 
perty, which ſhould conſtitute any ſuch claims of 
ſuffrage and power: but we have a ſtill higher and 
more important kind of property acknowledged by the 
Engliſh law, viz. our property in the eſtabliſhment of 
right (or of right judgement) and in the laws, themſelves, 
which is juſtly deemed our higheſt and moſt valuable 
property.— („ Major bereditas venit unicuigue neſtrum 
a jure et legibus quam a parentibus.“ 2 Inſt. 56.) — 
What ſome politicians (though | otherwiſe worthy 
men) have urged about © repreſented graſs,” or acres, 
is entirely groundleſs: for the true object of legiſlative 
repreſentation is loyal. people, and NOT their property 
and. no people can properly be deemed lea, who are 
ignorant even of the VERY FOUNDATIONS on which 
all loyalty and all /aw muſt neceſſarily be built! The 
true limitation and boundary, therefore, of the Engliſb 
conflitution of government, muſt be the maintenance 
= acknowledgement at leaſt) of the foundations of 

ngliſb law ; without which a legal e/i25h;/hment for the 
peace and ſecurity of a Chriſtian community cannot 
exiſt; this being the only true tet to exclude Pagans, 
Papiſts, Mahometans, ay alſo thoſe nominal Chriſ- 
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tians who hold the firff principles of the Mahometan 
doctrine, concerning Chriſt and the Holy Spirit, which 
Mabomet himſelf was taught by Sergius, a Neflorian 
mont, and which is prophetically called & the hey of the 
- bottomleſs pit that was given to © the fallen flar” 
NVefforius, whereby the ſwarms of Arabian /acuſts were 
let looſe to conquer and erflave all the countries where 
the Ne/forian doctrine had before been favoured,) as 
well as Deifts, Atheiſts, and other Infidels, from an 
equal participation of municipal rights, either of ſuffrage 
or of bearing office.

27,) ren- 
dered let your converſation be as becomes the goſpel of 
Chriſt,“ relates, mote particularly, to their Political 
behaviour or conduct as CITIZENS, according to the 
literal meaning of the verb, though it is not eaſy to 
give it a familiar /itera! rendering in Engliſh; but 
there is a parallel text by the ſame Apoltle, and in the 
fame Epiſtle, (cap. iii.

Civil rights qug lit neceſ- 
farily to be arranged under two diſtio& heads, to be rightly 
underſtood, viz. iſt, Thoſe rights. which are univerſally the 
rights of all men, aliens and ſtrangers of all religions, 
while they continue within the boundaries of any Chriftian 
community, as well as of the Chriſtian natives themſelves ; 
viz. the r:ghts of equal protection of per/ons and property by 
*« the due preceſi of the laws,” and juſt judgement, — ©* qwith- 
out reſpect of perjons.”” Theſe I call, by way of diſtinction, 
paſſive rights : but afive rights are NOT univerſally due to all 
men. Strangers, and foreigners, or even natives, who do 
not acknowledge the foundations of the laws that are neceſ- 
ſary to maintain the conftitution and religion agreed to be ca- 
bliſhed by the free ſuſfrages of the majority of the national com- 
munity, are not to be entruſted with the active rights of 
holding a ſhare in the. national legiſlature ; for, otherwiſe, 
there could be no ſafety either for religion, law, or liberty: 
for neither Pagans, Popiſts, Mahometans, nor Neſtorian Uni- 
tarians, (or Secinians, ) would tolerate any other ſect, (except 
under very humiliating oppreltioa and precarious exiſtence,)

if any of them ſhould attain a majority of votes and power 
in the ſtate. — The hiſtories of former times afford ſufficient 
examples for our warning. 

A teſt is, therefore, neceſſary to maintain a free Chriftian 
ſtate : real Chriſtians will never perſecute any other ſets of 
religion; and, ſo far, all other ſes will be /afe, as to their 
perſons and property, under a Chriſtian eftabliſhment ; but ſuch 
an eſtabliſhment cannot poſſibly 37 a unlefs all active 
CITIZENS 'profeſs, at leaſt, that they acknowledge the tao 
firſt foundations of Engliſh law, — natural and revealed reli- 


gion, to be the neceſſary ruling FRIES of action between 


man and man in all caſes; and without ſome ſuch zeft it is 
not ſafe for any Chriftian community to permit a man either 
to elect, or be elected, into places of public truſt and er, 
without he will promiſe that theſe fexndations ſhall be his 
rules action; for, without theſe, there can be no regulation 
of power, no ftandard for right or wrong. 
We can have no hope that our conſtitutional eſtabliſhment 
of natural and religious rights (to ** the glory of God, peace on 
earth, and good-wwill towards nen) can poſhbly be main- 
tained, if the very feundations, on which alone that conſtitu- 
tion is built, are not acknowledged by the legiſlators and 
rulers themſelves ! | | 
Such men are incapable of /oyalty or of any true regard to

S there are many Mahometans in the neighbour 
hood of *#**#***, this book is preſented to the 
public library, by *, becauſe the 6th book of this 
work, from p. 263 to 286, contains ſome ſtrong teſti-

But, as the Mabometans profeſs. to hold the reformed 
religion 4 God, and as their prophet has acknowledged, 
in the Alcoran, the authenticity of the miſſion of Uſe 
and of his books, and alſo. of all the other true prop 
of God, down to Feſus and his apoſtles, the ſhorteſt me · 
thod of treating with Mabometans is included in our 
Lord's general warning againſt ade prophets. (Matt. vii. 
15 to 20.) Ending — © wherefare by their fruits ye ſhall 
tnaw them,” 


« Their 
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« Their fruits” will be found nearly ſimilar to thoſe 
of the papa! Antichrift, which equally profeſſes to hold 
the doctrines of Moſes, the 1 and of Chrift, and 
his apoſtizs : this is what our Lord called “ the ſheep!s 
clothing! — © but, inwardly,” (ſaid he,) © they are ra- 
vening wolves,” Both churches (whenever and where- 
ever they bave obtained ſufficient-pawerY mforce their 

_ defirines by the ſword, and deprive their opponents, not 
only of their lands and goods, but of their lives : for, if 
a man has once profeſſed the doctrine of Mabomet and 
ſhould ever afterwards be convinced of his error and 
renounce, it, he is to be impaled alive! And the Ma- 
hametans think they have a right to make war, attack, 
murder, plunder, and enſlave, all nations that do not 
profeſs their doctrines: (exactly like the votaries of the 
intolerant papal Antichriſt :) and, though the Mahome- 
tans allow a fort of toleration to Chriſtians and Fews in 
countries already conquered by them, yet it 1s under 
very Aaviſb conditions, and moſt oppreſſeve taxes, fre- 
quently renewed at the will of the governors. There- 
fore, both the Papal and Mahometan tyrannies ate 
plainly. comprehended under one Scripture term, “ the 
falſe prophet.” Paganiſm had exactly the ſame fruits, 
that of perſecution, murder, and intdlerance though this 
is expreſſed by another-term in Scripture, via. * the 
dragon, which repreſented the perſecuting power of the 
Pagan Roman emperors before the time of Conſtantine 
[who were all Pontiffs of Rome, i. e. bore the ſame 
title, ( Pontifex Maximus, which has, fince that time, 
been wickedly aſſumed by the popes]. 

Under the Chriſtian religion, ALL MANKIND en- 
titled to freedom. of -opinion and TOLER ATION OF THEIR 
RELIGION, with full protection of their perſons and pro- 
perty: and alſo to our Chriſtian benevolence and hind- 
— whenever we have any opportunities of ſhewing them 
theſe NECESSARY FRUETS- of our Chriſtian profeſſion © 
but this is the utme/t extent of privilege that can ſafely 
be allowed to men whoſe profeſſion of religion has the

TOLERANCE}; (the fruits of falſe prophets ;) becauſe 
their principles are utterly ſubverſive of the rights, 
intereſts, and perſonal ſafety, of the reſt of mankind;

iſm, both of which bear exactly the ſame fruits, though 
the one worſhips every thing as God, and the other n-

* Since I wrote the above remark reſpecting the Arians 
and Mahometans, a more ſtriking accompliſhment of the pro- 
hecy, reſpecting the fallen flar that opened the bettomleſi pit, 
occurred to me, in the character of Ne/erius, Archbiſhop 

of Conſtantinople, and Metropolitan of the Greek Church, 
whoſe doctrine, in effect, was ſtill ©* more Unitarian than 
that of Ari«s : for, the conſequences of his denying the mi- 
raculous birth of our Lord, and aſſerting, that Cris, 
born of the Virgin Mary, was not the Sen of God, muſt be, 
that he was 4 mere man, and nothing but a man,” ac- 
cording to the openly-declared notion of our modern Secini- 
ans, which, in this point, is ſtrictly Mahometan / With this 
falſe and Antichriſtian doctrine the third part of the rivers 
and fountains of waters (viz. the ſources of ihe nations and 
the people of the Greet empire, the third great monarchy) 
was embittered and prepared for the ſcorpion-like ſcourge of 


 Mahbometan tyranny. 


On account of this b/aſphemous doctrine, Neftorius was de-
